LATEST NEWS OF 


T THE UNIVERSITY 

The Convocation ceremonies at the 
Universtiy of Alberta began on Sun- 
day night, when the baccalaureate 
sermon was deliverd by Rev. Dr. 8. 
I, Dyde, principal of Robertson col- 
lege, Convocation hall was filled, the 
Students of the gruauating class and 
the staff having the place of honor, 
Prot. W. A Kerr conducted the ser- 
vice, 

Dr. Dyde took for his text the verse 
2nd Kings, 6:17; ‘And Elisha prayed, 
and said, Lord 1 pray Thee, open his 
eyes that me hay see, And the Lord 
opened the eyes of the young man, 
und he saw; and behold, the mountain 
was full of horses and chariots of fire 
round about Hlisha.” 

The prayer of Elisha, said the 
preacher, that the young man’s eyes 
inight be opened, was answered, What 
the writer meant is surely quite clear, 
There was nothing unintelligible, 
nothing childish, nothing superstitious 
about it, It was intended to show that 
the visible surroundings are never 
the whole fact. Elisha was not anx- 
fous to be thought of as specially pro- 
tected by a supernatural body. Quite 
the contrary. 

Three gifts are emphasized in this 
chapter, the gifts of the seeing eye, 
the bent back and the bowed head. 
By means of the first, that of the see- 
ing eye, we see the beauty and signifi- 
cance of common things, we discern 
the truth in tho daily, commonplace 
realities of everyday life. The past 
may be glorious with memories, the 
future golden with hope. The past 
has gone, the future is God's, but the 
present affords the only opportunity 
which is indubitably ours, How es- 
sential, then, that we shall find joy 
and understanding in common sights 
and common sounds, that the won- 
ders and marvels which surround us 
shall become visible to our eyes! We 
must be able to realize that if God 
is not here and now, He never was and 
never will be. If God doesn’t dwell in 
the people today, He never will. If 
we cannot get God out of the present 
moment, we have no God, 

There are people who think that 
God has somehow withdrawn Himself 
and that He cannot be seen except by 
a miracle, but to see and appreciate 
the iracles of the universe, Is to add 
to one’s spiritual value. We should 
see the Divine in the breaking of 
bread, in what we call the routine of 
the daily life. If we wait for God 
to show Himself forth in a miracle, 
we shall be as fallacious as the “wick~- 
ed and adulterous generation which 
sought for @ sign.” 

The Bent Back 

We need to catch the music in the 
rustle of the leaf, the hiss of steam, 
the sound of machinery, the laughter 
ot men and in the roar of the ele- 
ments, We must learn to see God in 
the spring of youth, the summer of 
maturity and on the wintry brow of 
age, It was for this great gift of the 
eeeing eye that Blisha prayed. 

Then there is the bent back. Elisha 
bent his own back. He was not afraid 
to take responsibility. There are those 
who think that they can find God in 
the wilderness, Possibly they can, but 
He can be found more surely in the 
hearts of men. Of all the forms of 
pride, the most unlovely is spiritual 
pride, Real spirituality binds us to 
the rest of man with hooks of steel. 
Its expression is found in service. If 
one of us has no call for service it 
would be better for him if he had 
never been born. Human verinin, hu- 
man butterflies, unaffected by the 
agony and need about us, unheeding 
the call which comes to us by reason 
of the war, it seems right that God 
should sweep them away. 

But we must not mistake facile so- 
cial life for real fellowship. The bent 
back is the attitude of faith in one's 
fellow man, not that commendation 
which ends with “but” or "but yet," 
those hateful terms which altogether 
wipe out the second great command. 
ment of Jesus. The super-man is @ 
down thruster, not an uplifter. There 
is nothing unmanly or unwomanly in 
bending the back. 

Lastly, we must bow the head, not 
with fear, but with a great hope. We 
must each of us recognize that we 
have an allotted task, necessary for 
the accomplishment of God's will, 
Having gladly given ourselves into His 
hand, let us go forward and let us do 
our share to make Teal the words “Thy 
Kingdom Come!”

Bread had been taught in Germany 
to be life's‘ essential, but bread alone 
is not sufficient for the combine spirit 
of the body and soul, and some kind 
of ideals are necessary to life to beau- 
tify the spirit. 

The British Standard 

The strength of the British politi- 
cians was their refined love of beauty 
and the cultivation of the aoftening 
influences which beautiful things have 
on the spirit of men. 

Dr. Tuttle described the charge of 
the Light Brigade as the most ridicu- 
lous piece of military blundering 
which had ever been enacted, which, 
however, had been made a thing of 
unparalleled beauty by the sublime 
spirit of the men who had recklessly 
given their lives, knowing thelr action 
to be a useless sacrifice under the cir- 
cumstances in which it took place. He 
spoke of the Red Cros@ nurses on the 
battlefields of Europe and the superb 
actions of so many soldiers who risk- 
ed their lives to rescue officers and 
comrades under the most terrible fire 
of the enemy’s artillery. It was not 
80 much the rescue of the wounded 
that counted; it wae the everlasting 
monument of the beauty of the actions 
which would survive everything and 
beautify the memory of the war, Like 
the perfumed olls poured over the feet 
of Jesus, it was not the waste that 
would count but the beauty of the 
heroes’ work.

LIQUOR ACT MAKE 
IT MORE SEVERE 


Members Edmonton Police Force 
Now Making Careful Study to 
Ascertain Powers 


Amendments to the Liauor Act have 
been announcsd by the department 
now and the sleuths of the Edmonton 
force are making 4 careful study of 
the new clauses. 

There is one important change In 
the amendments for sub-section 6 of 
section 80 has been repealed. No long- 
er will a police magistrate have to 
order liquor returned to the former 
owner when the authorities seize a 
quantity from a private dwelling if the 
supply on hand exceeds one quart, 
By the interpretation of the court in 
the old law, whenever the _ police 
searched a private dwelling and found 
liquor over the specified amount per- 
mitted to be kept by the law, they 
wero always compelled to return Itt 
and the case dismissed, providing the 
accused was able to prove to the satls- 
faction of the court that the said 
liquor was not kept for sale or dis- 
posal. Should a quantity of intoxli- 
cating liquor exceeding one quart be 
found in a private dwelling now, the 
beverage will be confiscated and @ 
conviction entered against the of- 
fender, : 

Veterinary surgeons can only have 
half a gallon of intoxicating liquor 
daily now, which is quite a difference 
over the previous ruling when “vets’ 
were allowed \o have as much as they 
wanted and could buy it from the 
authorized vendor whenever they felt 
like it. When a man is found actually 
committing an offense against the 
Liquor Act he can be arrested without 
a& warrant, 

For a second offense against the 
Liguor Act there will be no option of 
a fine now, the aceused being lable 
to a term of imprisonment not less 
than three months and not exceeding 
six. The penalty under the old ruling 
was a fine not less than $250 and not 
more than $500, One-third of the 
fines imposed in the police courts of

Only Sufficient For Ordinary Re- 
quirements For Fifteen Days 
Now Allowed 


Ottawa, April 27—In order to pre- 
vent hoarding or further to reduce 
wheat consumption in this country,| 
so that Canada may send more to the} 
Allies, where the cereal shortage is| 
increasingly grave, the Canada food 
board today announced additional re- 
strictions on holdings ond use of 
wheat and flour. 
| The order provides that no person, 
| with the exception of manufacturers 
of flour, bakers, confectioners, whole-| 
sale and retail dealers, or persons liv- 
ing at a greater distance than two 
miles from a licensed dealer, shall 
hold, or have in his possession or 
under his control, more flour, made 
wholly or in part from wheat, than is 
sufficient for his ordinary require- 
ments for a period not exceeding fit- 
teen days. 

Any wholesale or retail dealer lic- 
ensed by the Canada food board must 
tfot hold flour made wholly or in part 
from wheat, in excess of a quantity 
sufficient for his ordinary trade re- 
quirements for a period not exceeding 
sixty days. 

On and after May 1, !t will be illegal 
to feed or permit feeding of milling 
wheat or any product thereof except 
bran and shorts to live stock or poul- 
try or to permit such feeding. 

The violation of any of the pro- 
visions of the order makes the offend- 
jer liable to a fine of from $100 to 
$1,000, or imprisonment for a period 
of about three months, or both fine 
and imprisonment.

The provincial department of 
agriculture reports that sufficient 
inen have been secured to carry on 
the spring work on the farms in 
Alberta. If, therefore, too many 
farmers and farm hands are not 
conscripted under the new order- 
in-council, the dislocation of food 
production plans in this province 
will be lessened; though the con 
scription of farmers and farm 
hands and their replacement by 
juen drawn from other occupations 
must necessarily reduce the ag- 
yregate result of the season's op- 
erations. For their energetic ef- 
forts to offset the interference 
with food production caused by 
the symmary calling up of farm- 
ers and farm hands from 20 to 23 
vears of age, the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture is entitled 
to eredit.

Hon. Robert Rogers has finally 
got into the newspapers again, as 
the author of a declaration that 
every able-bodied man of every 
class should be at once called out 
and put into training for oversea 
service.

The authorities, from Lloyd 
George down, are agreed that it is

to ‘‘win the war but lose the coun- 
try’’ by failing to keep its essen- 
tial industries going. Mr. Rogers’ 
proposal to cal! up the whole fit 
man power of the country and 
leave the 
freeze is about as foolish as his 
former scheme to win-the-war by 
having Allison farm munition con- 
tracts.

Lord Rothermere, director of} 
air service, Lord Northcliffe, di- 
rector of propaganda in enemy | 
countries, and Lord Rhondda, food | 
controller, all resigned their re- 
spective positions during the last 
half of last week. Such an epi- 
{demic occurring sudednly,  indi- 
| cates serious divergence of opinion 
| between the ‘‘noble lords’? who 
have resigned, and the head of the 
government on some vital ques- 
tion or questions of policy. No 
'doubt has been raised as to their 
| efficiency in the several services in 
lwhich they were engaged. They 
|with the Geddes brothers,—were 
the right hand of the nation—the 
special choice, as they were the 
personal friends, of the prime 
| minister. It can only be pre- 
sumed that they have taken their 
course because they disapproved 
of some part of the policy of the 
|government, either in Ireland or 
in France, the two important 
theatres of action at ‘the present 
time—or possibly both in Ireland 
and-in France. 

Northcliffe and Rothermere are 
brothers, of Irish birth and half 
Irish parentage. The son and heir 
of Rothermere, who was mortal- 
ily wounded at Cambrai, was an 
| officer of the Irish guards. While 
|the premier’s Irish policy of 
| putting both Protestant and Cath- 
clic Ireland in the wrong, and 
|against the rest of the empire is 
| sufficiently daring to have been 
conceived by the mind of North- 
cliffe, it may be that it would be 
unjust to credit him with the 
lorigination of such a policy of

}and ancestry; and that the resig- 
|nation of the brothers Rothermere 
'and Northcliffe marks their em-

The ice went out of the Saskat- 
chewan at Edmonton on April 8th. 
It went out of the Athabasca at 
Fort McMurray on the 18th. This 
approximately fixes the difference 
between the commencement of the 


|line of township 52, McMurray is 
in township 89. It is therefore 225 
miles further north than Edmon- 
ton and besides is nearly 100 miles 
\further east. The difference in al- 
ltitude in favor of MeMurray 
makes up to some extent the dif- 
ference in latitude in favor of Ed- 
monton. MeMurray is about 800 
feet above the sea while Edmonton 
is about 2,200, a difference of 
1,400 feet in favor of McMurray. 

Once summer begins, the lower 
altitude of McMurray ensures a 
stronger sun and hotter summer 
lthan at Edmonton, and therefore 
a quicker growth. So that what is 
lost in the somewhat later com- 
mencement of the season is made 
up by the more rapid growth while 
summer is on. For purposes of pro- 
duction the climate at McMurray 
is equal to that at Edmonton, just 
as the Edmonton climate is equal 
to that of the foothill country 300 
miles further south. 

The greater length of the sum- 
mer day in the more northerly 
latitude is another factor in favor 
of northern production. There are 
more hours of sun light each day 
during the season of growth at 
MeMurray than at Edmonton. 
|This helps to make up for 
the lesser number of days between 
the opening and the close of the 
growing season, 

Although MeMurray is in range 
8 west of the 4th meridian and 
therefore over 90 miles east of Ed- 
|monton, which is in range 24, it is 
still within reach of the influence 
of the winds from the warm waters 
of the North Pacific. 
from the North

llie west of the Peace River coun- 


|ray carry some portion of their 
warmth further eastward than do 
the like winds blowing through 
the higher, narrower and less nu- 
merous passes hundreds of miles 
further south. 

To sum up the comparison as to 
climate between McMurray and 
Edmonton: 

The more northerly latitude 
gives more hours of sunlight 
and therefore of the best growing 
conditions during the period of 
jactual growth, and so compensates 
/for the lesser number of days be- 
twen the beginning and end of the 
growing season. 

The difference of 1,400 feet in 
altitude ensures warmer and more 
equalized weather during the sea- 
son of growth, which tends to ear- 
lier maturity and lessens the 
danger of sudden and unfavorable 
changes of temperature, during 
the period of growth. 

The influence of the wind from 
ithe Pacific tends to lessen the 
‘cold of winter, if not to the same 
|degree as at Edmonton at any 
rate to a degree that compares

level, and can be seen at close range 
from the deck of the steamer. 

Maving reached Skagway, historio 
as the scene of the Yukon gold rush 
of '98, it would be another mistake 
not to take a short trip by rail over 
the summit of the White Pass to 
Lake Bennett, the point at which the 
argonauts of ‘98 started on their voy~ 
age down the Yukon to Dawson and 
beyond. The railway which climbs 
the pass is narrow-yuage and 1s one 
of the most dizzy pieces of engineering 
in the world, 

From Winnipeg to Prince Rupert ts 
three days and nights with the best 
accommodation that railway enter- 
prise and experience can supply. 

The steamer trip from Prince 
Rupert to Skagway takes a day and 4 
half, which includes two nights. The 
trip up the White Pass to Bennett by 
rail and return occupies the day that 
the steamer necessarily remains at 
Skagway to discharge cargo and load 
for the south-bound trip. If the 
steamer remaing two days at Skagway 
os it sometimes does, a trip can be 
made to White Horse and return. The 
return trip to Prince Rupert occupies 
a day and two nights. As the steam- 
er arrives from Skagway at 6 a.m, 
and the’G.T.P, tradn goes east at 11:30 
there is no delay on the return trip. 
The time from Winnipeg to White 
Horse and return is eleven or twelve 
days. 

Last. summer.the fare was .§87.¢0 
from E@monton to Prince Rupert, 
Skagway, Victoria and Vancouver and 
return. The return trip to the sum- 
mit of the White Pass was $5, to 
Bennett $7, and to White Horse $22, 
in addition, The return fare included 
berth and meals on the steamer, 

Of course the steamer trip down 
the coast from Prince Rupert to Vic- 
torla and Vancouver is quite as charm- 
ing, and very much Hike the trip to 
Skagway, and last season cost $40 less. 
Of course, these were special rates 
which did not take effect until after tha 
middle of June, And with the general 
rise in costs they also may be in- 
creased, But even at the regular rates 
the trip is one that no one who can 
afford it and needs rest or chango 
should miss,
